FRANCISCO. March 24.— 


Boxing between professional pugi- 
lists, to bring folks to church early, 
and dancing by a professional bal- 
lorina following the sermon, so the 
congregation will.stay, brings out 
the crowds. 


There are some two scores of cler- 


gymen in San Francisco, Oakland 
and Berkeley who don't like the idea 
inaugurated by Dr. Wilbert LeRoy 
Gosper, bishop of the Christian Phil- 
osophical church of 
Oakland, but 


they do admit that he has a crowded 
auditorium when it comes time for 
the sermon while their own churches 
are not so crowded. 


Dr. Cosper's latest effort to cap- 


ture crowds is but the climax of less 
spectacular efforts of other pastors 
who found ordinary methods brought 
only ordinary congregations, while 
people flocked to 
the movies and 


other attractions. There have been 
sermons on current scandals, bulle- 
tins on baseball and 
football, 
an- 


nounced from the pulpit, movies and 
college glee clubs in the churches, in 
an effort to bring the crowds. And 
now Dr. Cosper has shocked his fel- 
low clergymen because he started a 
prayer meeting with a boxing match 
and wound 
up the services by a 


dancing exhibition by a ballerina. 


"Few of those who criticize me 


would similarly castigate a member 
of their flock who went to a vaude- 
ville show and witnessed the same 
dancing 
act," 
-says 
Dr. Cosper. 


"Neither would they nay-male mem 
bers of their congregation who at- 
tended boxing .exhibitions, provided 
they weren't real prize fights. 


"The church today must compete 


in some way with other attractions 
that serve to keep church pews emp- 
ty. Good preaching alone is not go- 
Ing to do it Except for its novelty, 
there is no more harm in a boxing 
match or a good woman dancer than 
there is in a church 
movie or a 


church radio concert, and while I've 
got my people in church watching a 
good, clean show, I know they are 
out of devilment and that I'm going 
to get a chance before they leave to 
talk ttfthem about God. 'Making peo- 
.ple better Christians' is every minis- 
ter's job and if boxing and dancing 
help toward that 
end, then they, 


should be enlisted." 
But other clergymen do not take 


this view and some interesting argu- 
ment if nothing else, is developing 
as a result of the latest bid for 
church attendance.

Even persons who testify willingly and *lm to 
tell the truth are subject to making wrong estimates. These are "error.' 

Shrrt internals of time are overestimated in testimony 
A very Weh known psychologist asked a class of Tollege students bow lone 
it. took then, to walk from the entrance of the building to the room in 
trhich they were seated. The time actually required was determined to Of 
thirty live seconds. The average estimate of the students was sixty-*!* 
seconds. The short intervals of time are overestimated. The size of small 
objects is underestimated. \Vben asked to reproduce a square piece of 
paper three inches on a side which had been seen for ten seconds, a group 
of people reproduced squarts on the average of two Inches on £ side. 


A psvchologist asked seven hundred men and women and children to 


draw a dollar bill. All but seventeen -^presented the bill smaller than IT 
was—the underestimation of the width was less proportionally than that 
of length.

The advertisements, to be successful, should serve a* 
an appeal yto which the reader is expected to react by buying. In the 
earlier lessons we discussed how a stimulus aroused a response. The ad- 
vertisement may be the appeal to which the consumer is to respond by 
buying. If the printed page is crowded with a score of things, it is oot 
likely that the reader will take them in. 
You will remember that we 


•=aid in an earlier lesson that attention was limited. Only four or Ore 
"dots" were noticed on a card exposed for a second or two. You will also 
ren ember that "attention" fluctuates"—so it will remain only a few sec- 
onds on one thing. If the advertisement is very, very simple the atten- 
tion when it fluctuates will fall upon another page or advertisement.

LEW MARSHALL DIES FOLLOW- 


ING DEATH OF WIFE. 


Was Thought to Be on Road to Re- 


covery but Takes Turn for the • 


Worse and Passes Away 


Sunday Morning. 


Lew Marshall, prominent and well- 


known business man of Lincoln, 
passed away at 6 a. m. Sunday one 
week after the death of Mrs. Mar- 
shall.

ward when it was apparent that he 
was recovering from his operation. 
He Insisted on returning to Lincoln. 
He stood the trip wonderfully, ac- 
cording to John T. Dorgan. Mr. and 
Mrs. Dorgan and Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
shall went to Florida on February 
15 on a recreation trip. An epidemic 
of influenza broke out and all mem- 
bers of the party, except Mr. Dorgan 
were stricken. 


Dr. Edwin Foster, of Massachu- 


setts, performed the operation on 
Mr. Marshall. The patient showed 
improvement following the operation 
and his condition was not serious 
until the day of the funeral of Mrs. 
Marshall and while the service was 
on. He broke down during the serv- 
ice Friday afternoon at the Dorgan 
home and became unconscious. In 
the evening his condition became 
worse. A consultation was held by 
Dr. Harry Everett, Dr. John Wil- 
liams and Dr. Foster. He regained 
consciousness Saturday, but at 6 p. 
m. his condition took a turn for the 
worse and he was remove.' from the 
Dorgan home to a hospital. 


Mr. Marshall was fifty-two years 


old. 
He was born on July 12, 1872, 


at Washington, la. He came to Lin- 
coln with his parents when but an 
nfant He was raised here and lived 
his entire life in this city.

iety, and even delirium. 
The pa 


tient gives every evidence of severe 
illness. 
Between the mastoid cells and the 


cavity of the skull is a la>er of 
bone, no thicker than a half dozen 
sheets of paper 
This is- important, 


because, as you know, thp brain 
occupies the mtterior of the skull. 
It is unfortunate, but it is really 
easier for pus in the mastoid cells 
of 
a. grown person 
to 
buriow 


through the bone into the brain, 
than to escape outwardly into the 
soft tissues behind the ear. There- 
fore, to protect the brain and for 
the lesser reasons, when the mas- 
lojd cells fill with pus an operation 
may be necessary to permit their 
drainage. 
The story of how the mastoid be- 


comes involved teaches several im- 
portant lessons. The first of these 
is that you should lead such a hy- 
gienic life that colds are not in your 
catalogue. 
A common cold, or influenza,

MEN AND THINGS 


The old-la^hioned man who expressed his 


an^er by biting o£f his nose in ordfr to spite 
Ms> lace lias nothing on the man who is now 
;;oini? about \owing that he will not vote at all 
because, forsooth, he is unable to pet results 
by thp use of the ballot. Whose fault is it if 
lie does not? Most of us do not make intelli- 
gent use of It, and that being true what sort 
of results can V.Q expect? There has been a 
big hue and cry about reducing taxes, and yet 
the fact Is ue don't want to reduce our gov- 
ernment scale ot living any more than we want 
to reduce our private standards. We \ oie into 
office men who 
promise 
to do impossible 


things, and when they fail to redeem their 
pledges we say, what's the use, let's get out 
the car and go some place else. 


We have several times remarked upon the 


splendid optimism of Senator How ell. He has 
introduced a'bill to abolish the government 
board that now settles disputes between rail- 
roads and their employes and substitute boards 
of mediation that are to sit and decide dis- 
putes over wages and conditions of labor. The 
lailroad boys, for reasons that being a good 
guesser we can surmise fairly well, don't like 
the present method and favor the proposed 
one. 
Mr. Howell thinks his. bill will improve 


conditions because it arms the ielpless arbi- 
tiators of the past with the weapjop of court 
enforcement. But we are still waiting to find 
out how you can make a 
man work if he 


doesn't think the wage is sufficient. 


When you get Into an argument with some 


fellow it requires the most strenuous exercise 
of self-control to stop talking and get back to 
work. There is always one last word you want 
to say, one last declaration you wish to push 
home. That is about the way with the senate. 
It is running around digging haphazard like at 
the foundations of government, like a man who 
having found a pot of gold at one spot on the 
premises is not content until he has gone over 
the whole yard. Meanwhile big problems of 
government remain unsolved and urgent needs 
are being neglected It is quite proper to fol- 
low all crooked trails, but the investigators 
lorm only a small part of the senate member- 
ship. What are the rest of them doing? 


The Christian Science Monitor, which has a 


leputation for sane presentation of news, gives 
prominence in a recent issue to the statement 
!rom Roy C. Smith, an oil expert of Casper 
•\vlio has an intimate knowledge of "Wyoming 
fields, that the fact is that Teapot Dome is a 
frold brick and that the cancellation of the 
lease would result in a great loss to the gov- 
i rnment 
Would it not be a ghastly sort of 


a joke if the nest senate's time would be taken 
up in an investigation to ascertain what power- 
ijl ii-terests were behind this movement to 
'crfuse the government great loss by forcing a 
cancellation. 


The back scratching that goes on between 


iiif various members of the world of artists 
Eiakes a lot of the criticism of each other's 
work worse than valueless. In one of the books 
of Anatole France, who was the vogue for so 
long time in literature, he tells about the com- 
positor having mixed up one of his novels by 
taking his copy from the pigeon holes horizon- 
tally instead of from left to right. Nobody no- 
ticed it, altho it left the story without begin- 
ning or end. In fact "certain discriminating 
critics," and he chuckles as he tells it, "com- 
plimented him on the delightful whims of his 
imagination." 


All are not equally fortunate in our tastes in 


reading. 
Some insist upon a narrative into 


which one may plunge, as into a swimming 
pond, at once so that the thrills may come 
without delay. Others find their recompense in 
the descriptive parts, others in the sharp play 
of the dialogue. 
Others delight in the little 


discursions on philosophy, ethics or morals 
that some authors incorporate in their work. 
Lytton had a habit of starting each chapter 
with his moralizations, and having finished 
that proceeded with his narrative as tho hav- 
ing done hi« duty he would now proceed with 
his pleasure. As men grow older, we observe, 
they like to dawdle about their tasks, and they 
seem to like the authors who do the same with 
their plots.
